Men's  Dormitory 
To  Provide  Rooms 
For  T38  Students 

Work  on  the  construction  of  the 
new  men’s  dormitory  has  swung 
Into  full  force.  The  brick  sides 
have  reached  the  sccoikI  floor  of 
the  Ihrec-story  building.  The 
grounds  around  the  new  construc¬ 
tion  are  completely  full  of  neatly 
stacked  piles  of  brick,  uprooted 
earth,  sand  and  cement,  and  var¬ 
ious  other  materials. 

Approximately  180  feet  long  and 
40  feet  wide,  the  men’s  dormitory 
will  accommodate  138  men  stu¬ 
dents,  two  to  a  room.  One  Is  na¬ 
turally  surprised  to  see,  upon  en¬ 
tering  the  building,  the  amount  of 
.space  within  the  huge  walls,  which 
Is  not  apparent  to  one  who  Ls  look¬ 
ing  from  the  outside  of  the  build¬ 
ing. 

Dormitories  to  Be  Connected 

Tlie  dormitory  Is  being  built  at 
the  west  end  of  the  newest  of  the 
men’s  dormitories  already  on  the 
campus.  Although  tlie  two  build¬ 
ings  are  essentially  separate,  they 
will  be  connected  by  a  pa.ssageway 
to  make  it  po.sslble  to  go  from  eacb 
floor  of  one  building  to  Uie  floors 
of  the  other  building  wlUioul  going 
ouLside. 

Tile  new  men's  dorniltory  will 
make  up  the  southwest  corner  of 
a  projected  quadrangle. 

Acoustical  Ceilings  to  Be  Used 
■  The  new  fire-proof  building  will 
bo  constructed  of  liaydlle  blocks 
with  brick  veneer.  Tlie  haydite  is 
to  be  painted  for  Interior  finish. 
Acoustical  ceilings  are  to  be  used 
throughout,  and  a  middle  front  en¬ 
trance  with  vestibule  and  lobby 
will  be  used.  Each  floor  will  have 
its  own  lounge.  The  first  floor  will 
have  a  parlor,  reading  rooms,  and 
mail  room.  Quarters  for  a  house¬ 
mother  will  also  be  provided.

Before  Association 
3n  Today's  Election 

Proposed  revisions  of  the  Student 
Government  As.soclallon  eoii.slllu- 
llon  go  before  Uic  iiienibcrs  in  a 
general  election  being  held  today 
on  the  first  floor  of  the  Administra¬ 
tion  building. 

Student  Senate  officers  and  mem- 
bcr.s  have  been  working  on  the  ro* 
visions  for  about  a  year. 

Past  president  Jerry  Overtou 
brought  the  difficult  task  to  a  con¬ 
clusion  Friday  nioniliig,  April  11, 
following  the  approval  of  the  Stu¬ 
dent  Senate  and  President  J.  W. 
Jones.  Overton  turned  the  copy 
over  to  Llic  Nortliwest  Mi.ssouriatt 
for  publication  at  that  time. 

Improvements  Will  Help 

Many  parts  of  the  prcsc.il  con¬ 
stitution  have  been  altered  slightly, 
and  others  have  been  changed  to 
a  greater  degree.  Some  parts  have 
been  deleted  entirely,  and  others, 
such  as  Section  10  of  Article  VI 
have  been  added. 

Section  10  is  probably  the  most 
significant  proposed  addition.  Ao- 
coidiiig  to  this  section,  an  elected 
officer  in  the  Student  Govenimont 
A.ssociatioii  who  has  served  a  min¬ 
imum  of  three  months  may  have 
recall  action  brought  against  him 
by  petition  of  one-fourth  of  tho 
students  who  voted  for  his  iiosl* 
tlon. 

A  second  important  proposed 
change  Is  tho  establi.shmont  of  a 
Student  Court,  whose  main  fiinc* 
tlon  would  be  to  handle  parking 
violations  on  the  campus.  Tlie  Stu¬ 
dent  Court  would  replace  the  Judi¬ 
ciary  Committee  provided  for  la 
the  present  constitution. 

Court  to  Try  Violators 

According  to  tlie  proposed  con¬ 
stitution,  tlie  decision  of  the  Stu¬ 
dent  Court  would  be  final.  Any 
Violator  refu.sing  to  accept  the  de¬ 
cision  of  the  Court  would  be  re¬ 
ferred  to  Uie  local  civil  aiiUiorlties, 

Writers  of  the  proposed  conslilu- 
tlon  have  made  several  cli'a'SCs  in 
ail  effort  to  brhig  the  constitution 
up  to  date  and  to  provide  more 
efficient  student  government.
